HAT is it that makes the suits for this 
spring different from last year’s, or 


even from the:fall and winter suits? It 
is the generosity of flare, particularly noticeable 
in the coats and not neglected in the skirts, 
Of course, winter suits started the flare idea, 
but the spring suits are much bolder in flaunt- 
ing it.
